It would be the beight of 
folly to expect posterity to authenti- | 
tute the vaperings of un appreciation 
which in shifting its stress from the 
iniversal to the personnel bas changed 
trom criticisus into colloquy, from clin: 
¢ into causerie. lodeed, it is nothing 
ess thin a truism that the experience 
of the artist in all ages, according to 
the verdict of history, is identical with 
tself, : 

In the words of Sidney Lanier, “* * * 
the artist shall put forth bumbly and 
ovingly the very best and highest that 
is within bim, utterly regardless of 
contemporary criticisin, What possible 
claim cun contemporary criticisin set 
op to respeet—that criticism: which 
stoned Stephen, booted Paul for at tad: 
man, bound Columbus tu chains, druve 
Dante into exile, made Shakespeare 
write the sonnet ‘When In) Disgrace 
With Fortune and Men's: Eyes. gave 
Milton €5 for ‘Paradise Lost.’ kept 
Samuel Jobuson cooling his teels on 
Lord Chestertield’s doorstep, reviled 
Shelley as an unelean dog, killed Keats, 
cracked jokes ou Gluck, Schubert, Bee 
thoveu, Berlioz and Wagner aud com. 
mitted so many other iimpious follies 
ind stupidities that a thousand letters 
like this could uot suffice even tu cata: 
jogne them?" 

The verdict of the “totellectuels” has 
been ou veritable stumbling 
block in the path of genius. 

“It is from men of established liters | 
ary reputation,” asserts Bernard Shaw, 
“that we learn that William Blake was 
uid, that Shelley wus spoiled by liv- 
ing in a low set, that Robert Owen 
was a oman who did not know the 
world, that Ruskin is incapuble of 
comprehending political economy, that 
Zola is av mere Dlackguard and Tbsea 
is Zola with a wooden iex, The great 
gusician accepted by bis unskilled lis- 
tener is vilitied by his fellow iinsi- 
cium. It wis the musical culture of 
Europe which prononnced Wagner the 
inferior of Mendelssohn and Meyers 
beer.” 

It is not enongh to say with the brtl- 
ant auther of “Contemporains” that 
contempouriury criticisty is mere couver-: | 
sation; it is often little tuere thin mere 
gossip, One is often inclined to ques- 
tion with Lowell whether the powers 
that be ih eriticism ure really the pow-

BALANCING BOWLDERS. 


Two of These Natural Curiosities 
Sway In the Berkshires. 

For wany years one of the greatest 
nitural curiosities in Berkshire county 
and which in earlier and later years 
hus been visited by armies of the cu- 
rious is Balance rock, four miles north 
of Pittstield and near the south line of 
Lanesboro. y 

This great marble bowlder ts now 
of a deep brown color and ts scarred 
and riven by the storms of centuries, 
It is thirty feet bigh, tifteeu feet wide 
and is su wonderfully poised on a few 
feet ut its base as to trembie at the 
slightest touch. 

It weighs many bundreds of tons and 
resembles frow several points of view 
a buge egy, a blacksmith's forge und 
the buck of an elepbunt, It resembles 
no rock to be found on the ‘Taconic 
mountain range or its foothills, near 
whicb Jatter it stunds iu sphinxlike 
grandeur and sileuce.
